SIH CBABLRSW DILKB ON "REPRESENTA- 


TION AND EOYAtTy." 


Oa Monday, NOT. 6, Sir Charles W. 


Dilke, M. P., addressed • very crowded 
pnblio meeting in tha leotare-room in 
Newo«8tle-on-Tynp, on "Bepreaentation 
aud Royalty." The meeting waa largely 
oompoied of the working olasws, and there 
waa great enthusiasm. Sir Charles Djlke 
apoke at some length on the eubjoot o( re- 
presentation, and of the inequality of the 
voting power ia the Honse of Commons 
from the large cities and towna of the 
Kingdom, as compared with the repre- 
sentation of the small boroughs. 


COST OF BOYAtTT. 


He then spoke of the cost of the oonrt 


and the responsibility of monarchy. With 
regard to the cost of royalty, he said: We 
huve first to deal with the sum of £372,- 
000 a year expended npon the privy purse 
and opon the household, to which I add 
the royal bounty and royal alms, which 
amount to £13,000, making np the sum to 
£385,000. We next have £131,000 of an- 
nuities of a similar kind to that which we 
lately had to consider; the income of the 
Daohy of Lancaster, £32,000; that of Corn- 
wall, £63,000; tha interest on lump same, 
such as that given to Princess Liaise, 
which have been paid to the various mem- 
bers of the family still living, about £10,- 
000, making np £631,000. Steam packets, 
insignia, presents such as were given by 
Prince Alfred in Australia and elsewhere, 
pensions to royal servants, rangerehipa of 
parka not borne npon the Civil List, make 
£7,000 more, and military and naval pay 
to various members of the family about 
another £30,000. The palaces omitting 
Hampton Court, which w a public show 
place, are £47,000 more. 
Oa Windsor 


Park there is a deficit in the Wood and 
Forest account, and that deficit of £13,000 
about represents ths cost of the keepers, 
game and other royal aa contrasted with 
public expenses in reference to the Park. 
This makes £707,000, which is the end of 
the figures that are of a certain aud very 
tangible character. 


"THE QUABDS." 


Beyond this we have two large sums, 


as to one of which we can be fairly accu- 
rate; as to the other, of which we can 
give nothing but a guess, The first of 
them is the cost of the G-uarda. It would 
be totally unfair to set down anything 
like the whole cost of thesa regiments to 
the account of royalty, because the in- 
fantry are good troops and are available as 
part of the regular army. I regret that 
it is not in my power to eay as much for 
the cavalry of the Guards—the 
Life 


Guards and Horse Guardc, as they are 
called. I do not speak of tho stampede of 
their horses when the geese sounded the 
alarm at Chobbam; but their cumber- 
someness and unsnitability to modern 
war 
were 
amply demonstrated in my 


presence on several occasions during the 
Hampshire campaign, and especially in 
the first battle of Scale, when the only 
fact that revealed the presence of the foe 
was the sun uhining upon the glittering 
cuirasses of the Life Guarde; and I after- 
wards had the pleasure of seeing those 
gentlemen 
riding 
np and down in a 


plowed field to find the way out of it, be- 
ing all the time subject to the fire of three 
batteries of artillery. I calculate that

At Sedan they had pain- 
ful experience of the value oi corps d'elite 
and thing* had come to snob "a pass that 
the troops need to hiss when the Genie 
Oarde went by. .On the issue of tbe roy- 
al warrant it waa found that the Horse 
Guards and the Foot Guards were except- 
od from its operations., and that certain 
yonng gentlemen who have been in tbe 
habit of obtaining commissions directly in 
the Guards—pages of honor they are 
called—are the only men who will enter 
the ar*ay without examination. You have 
been told that the army has been, bought 
back from the officers at an expense of 
eight or ten millions; that purchase has 
been abolished', that a competitive exami- 
nation must bo passed before a man can 
enter the army, and yet yon have those 
yonng gentlemen—the Queen's pages of 
honor—allowed to pass into tho army by 
the btck door, and the only men who 
have not to go through their examina- 
tion. 
THB EOYAL HOUSEHOLD. 


The salaries in the royal household, 


which amount to £161,000 a year, include 
a vast number of totally useless officials— 
ohamburlainf, controllers, masters of cere- 
momesjmarshals of the household, grooms 
of the robes, lordt-in-wftiting, grooma-ic- 
waiting, gentlemen ushers, and a few per- 
sons who appear to perform services, but 
who ought to be paid for those services as 
they perform them and not be made per- 
manent officials with great titles of honor 
—sncb, for instance, as the historical pain- 
ter to the Queen, portrait painter to the 
Queen, ann tke lithographer in ordinary. 
•Under the Lord Steward'* department, 
«nd tbe dep r ment of the meiter of the 
liorse, we have such offioerg as the coroner 
of the household and the chief equerry, 
and clerk marshal, and various others 
whose duties are not of a very burdensome 
description. 
Nothing is more singular 


than the constitution of the medical de* 
partment. Yon would hardly credit the 
number of medical gentlemen who ara re* 
quired for the service of the household. 
bnt I am aware that some of them are un- 
paid. There are three physicians in ordi- 
nary, three physicians extraordinary, one 
sergeant-surgeon extraordinary, two ser- 
geant-sorgeonc, three rargeons extraordi- 
nary, one physician of tbe (household, one 
surgeon-apothecary, two chemists o! the 
establishment in ordinary, one surgeon* 
oculist, one surgeon-dentist, one dentist in 
ordinary, and one other physician—or 
twont;-3ne in all; while tho Prince of 
Wales has for his special benefit three hon-

DUTIES OF ROYALTY; 


It now becomes my duty to offer to you 


certain remarks of a more general charac- 
ter, and indeed, 'of more moment, as it 
seems to me, than those to which you 
have been willing to lend your attention 
It is impoetible to discuss this subject 
without 
referring 
to 
Mr. Disraeli's 


speech to the inhabitants of a village near 
his bouse, at Hughenden, made not long 
ago 
in proposing the Queen's health 


Speaking of tbe duties of the holder of 
the Crown, he said that an eroneoua im- 
pression waa prevalent with respect to 
them. 


He said that they were "multifarious," 


that they were "weighty," and that they 
were "unceasing."

Now, 
institutions are not good or bad 


in themselves, so much as good or bad 
when judged by their working, and we 
are told that a limited monarchy works 
well.

The evidence at Hunts- 
ville, Alabama, showed that there existed 
a system of wholesale plundering, carried 
on through the government and indmdnal 
acts of negroes. In consequence of which 
the people in'many instances are driven 
to take tho law iuto thoir own hands and 
protect their property by inflicting prw 
iehment npon the negroes- It waa not 
shown in any instance that their acts had 
anything to da with politics. There are 
many instances of arson,'for tbe purpose' 61 
plunder or revenge, aad a great many in- 
stances'of rcpe. wh'ieh nra instantly and 
violently punished. 
Apart from these 


thing?, there is no more violence in" 
tbe South than in any other part of the 
country. Tho imprisonment of negroes 
does not repress plundering by them; they 
do not regard it aa a pnnnbment, on the 
contrary, a prison is more comfortable than 
tbeir own cabins, and it is no disgrace to 
tho incarcerated. In Sampler, Green and 
Hale counties many negroes voted tbe 
Democratic ticket, and in these counties 
there were Democratic majorities. The 
carpet-baggers have left this region, &oi 
an attempt was made to prove that this re- 
sulted from violence and intimidations, 
bnt the tflfjrt 13 entirely fixed.

A. dispatch" from Headville yesterday 


nforms us that Jama* Tarr, of Tarr farm 
celebrity, died at hi* residence on.Hon- 
aylaat.. Frre or *1x'year»'ago nd man 
n Oil Greek was more, familiarly known, 
[e belonged to the olai* of old residents 
•ho found thenuelve* made suddenly rich 
y the possession of oil territory, whose 
unthrifty soil has for many year* previous 
Horded tbem. bnt a aoauty inteuteuoa. 
Mr. Ta*r was a ton of John Tarr, one of

1, which flowed about four 
undred barrels. The celebrated Phillips 
to. 2 was struck in Ootobet, 1801, and 
flowed,three thousand barrels. Petroleum 
wag then a drug in the market, and sold 
'jr mere a song, the price ranging from fif- 


:een 
to twenty-Eve cents per barrel, and 


n tbe Blood fsiro, next adjoining, was die 
losed as low as ten cents per barrel. It was 
.mpossiblo to provide tankage for the Phil- 
.ipe, and a stop-cock wad put in to prevent 
wastage, and.the flow shut off at inter- 
vals, until the strike of the Woodford 
well, about four rods from the Phillips 
The Woodford interfered with tho Pfcil- 
ip=, and a compromise was finally tifVct- 
id by the consolidation of the companies 
n such n manner that either company 
drew cue-third of the other'* productions 


The^strike of the Woodford occurred ou 


tbe iSih oi July, 1863, and its production 
was rated at one thousand five hundred 
Barrel). The Phillips flowed two years 
Tbcse wells,-although striking the tamo 
crevice, aa it was supposed, presented 
striking contrast in the appearance of the 
oil—tho Phillips pouring a steady stream 
of pure oil, and tbo Woodford giving an 
adulterated product, which was attributed 
to the admixture of water. 


In the month of August, 1861, Mr. Tan 


sold one-half of hi»_ land interest in tho 
oil for $20,000 to Olark & Sumner, of Naw 
York. Tae same parties offered $60,000 
for the entire royalty, bnt Mr. Tarr re. 
fused to sell. Clark & Sumner re-folc

The absorption of oz>ne> by petroleum 


canno1, we think, be altogether explained 
>y the effects of sunlight, as we find that 
nstead of becoming ytllow most pure oild 
jlcaoh in the sunlight. There however 
may bo something about the treating ol 
refined oil, which tends to produce crime 
sash as its agitation with currents of air 
n tbe presence cf chemical*. It has been 
inserted that the vapor o: benzine, will in- 
stantly ignite when brought into contao 
with a stream of ozone, which circnm 
stance we at one time supposed to be thj 
oau'e of tbo frequent and apparently spon 
taneou* ignition of oil ia agitators. When 
the chemicals aro not entirely washed on 
of refined oil, the acid held in maohaniaa 
suspension will exercise the same infla 
enoe as is attributed to czone, by oxidis 
ing everything. with which it .comes 
contact. It will also cause the oil, when 
exposed to the solar rays, to become yel 
low and give it a disagreeable odor.
